Kentucky Crop*. 

A special to the Louisville Commercial 
says: "The report of John F. Davis, 
State Commissioner of Agriculture, for 
the month of May, gives the average of 
the corn crop at 98 per cent, (the acre- 
age being put at 100) and the condition 
at86. Cut-worms are widely com plained 
of, many farmers being compelled to 
plant two or three times. "It should 
be a source of congratulation," says the 
Commissioner, " to those members of the 
late General Assembly who objected to 
the printing and publishing of the letters 
and statistics of correspondents in the 
monthly pamphlet form,*' on account 
the unpleasant recitals of the depreda- 
tions of the cut-worms' that they did so 
object." 

Wheat is reported at 86 for acreage 
and 102 for condition ; rye, acreage, 75, 
condition, 100; potatoes, acreage,;96, con- 
dition, 95 ; barley, acreage, 75, condition, 
100; hemp, acreage, 80, condition, 100 ; 
oats, acreage, 96}, condition, 96. The 
tobacco crop is not fully set, but t 
port is 87 for acreage and 91 
Clover and grasses are in 
dition, with full acreage. 

The condition of the apple crop is re- 
ported at 85 per cent.; pears, 84 ; berries, 
90; grapes, 90; and peaches from fifteen 
counties at 45 per cent. Garden and 
dairy products are also reported to be in 
excellent condition, both as to quality 
and quantity. 

All kinds of live stock are reported 
good condition, with a full average at 
numbers, except sheep, which are re- 
ported at 84) per cent, as to numbers. 
Condition good. Some complaint of hog 
cholera in the counties of Gruyson, Cald- 
well and Hopkins and a disease some- 
thing like glanders among the horses in 
a portion of Hopkins County. Several 
horses have died from the disease, 
suffered from the cold of winter to a great 
extent, but have been improving.
